ſtrong, 1/a. 28-22. When that the 
Lord heretofore ſaw the wicked- 
nels of man was great,He deſtroyed 
the World by a deluge of Water : 
and Tefus Chriſt ſhall thortly be re-

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fire to take yenseance on them that 
obey not the Goſpel. Although 
thou artin ſuch a dead ſleep, that 
no created powet can awaken thee; 
Yetisthe Lord able by the exceed- 
ins greatneſs of his Power to ſay 
to thee now thou art in thy bloud, 
Live,and he can make this a tiine of 
loye. Awake,awake OArm ofthe 
Lord, as in the ancient dayes; 
Thou haſt promiſed that the hour 
is coming , and now is, when the 
dead {hall heare the voice of the Son 
of God, and they that heare ſhall 
live, Fohn 5. 25. Ifthe Father hath 
g1ven thee to Chriſt, rhou ſhalt 
come to him, and he will in no 
wile caſt thee out; but if he hath 
appointed thee to wrath , he will 
let thee alone in thy falle peace, be- 
cauſe kc referveth thee to the day of 
Judgment to be puniſhed.

Becauſe of theſe things the wrath 
of God is coming upon thee,Eph.6. 
deceive not thine immortal Soul, 
thou which committeſt ſuch things 
ſhalt not inherit the Kingdom of 
God, 1 Cor. 6. 10. Which of God's 
Righteous Laws haſt thou not bro- 
ken? God made man upright 
but he hath ſought out many In- 
ventions. Every imagination of the 
thoughts of thine heart is only evil 
continually , Gen. 6 5. Thycar- 
nal mind is at enmity with God : 
Whilſt thou art in the fleſh thou 
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canſtnotplcaſe God. There 1s n9 | 
tear of God betiore thine eyes. 's it 
not a wonder of mercy, that God 
ſhould not conſurge thee in a mo- 
ment, for thy groſs! gnorance; and 
Noth and ſtupidity , thy hardnets 
of heart, and unhbelief, and for thy 
f-cret Abominations ? Are not thy 
ins exccedingly : aggravated? Are 
any fins like thine? Have not Gods 
{ervants I:boured and ſpent them- 
{clves in vain for thy Soul? Surely 
thou art fallins into the hands of 
the living God, and m mayeſt well 
bea terror to ty elf. I wonder not 
if thou fcareſt, leſt thy ſins ſhall ne- 
ver be forgiven: but that thou art 
an danger ot eternal condemnation, 
{c{ thou ſhalt drink ofthe wine or 
tie wrath o: God, which is poured 
without mixture into the cup of 
bis indignation : leſt thou ſhalt have 
theforer puniſhment, and liveſt un- 
Ger a fearful expectation of ſudge- 
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ment and fiery indignation which 
ſhall devour thee, Repent there- 
fore, before thou haſt ſinn'd till 
there be no remedy , 2 Chroz. 36. 
16. Art thou not deai to the 
Joyful ſound of free Remiſſion of 
ſins by the bload of Chriſt pro- 
claimed to thee 2 How ſhalt thou 
eſcape, who doſtnegled ſo grear 
{ilvation? Take hecd Ieft thwu 
prove like the Earth which drink- 
cth in the Rain that cometh oft 
upon it, and yet beareth thorns, 
and bryers, and 1s rejected, and 
is nigh to curſing, whoſe end is 
to be burned, Heb. 6. 7,8. Thou 
haſt cauſe to fear continually, left 
the Lord ſhould ſay of thee as of 
the barren Fig-tree Cut it down , 
why cumbreth it the ground 2?

Ser? give thy confcience leave to 
lpeak. 

2. Thou haſt no hopes; if thy 
breath was but ſtopt, thy caſe 1s 
deſperate. Thou {ayeſt I hope to 
bz {aved by lefus Chriſt: but the 
Lord faith, the Hypocrites hope 
ſhall periſh, and ſhall be cut off;

| 5- Thou Knoweſt not how 
ioon God may , if he hath not 
al ready , clapta ſecret curte upon 
the, and {worn in his wrath, that 
thou ſhaltnot enter into his reſt, 
Heb. 3. 11. Since thou art joyned 
to thine Idols, thou haſt cauſe to 
fear 
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fear, leſt God hath ſaid, let him 
alone. He that is filthy , let him 
be filthy ſtill; thou ſhalt ſleep a 
perpetual ſleep, and not awake, 
Iſa. 51. 57. In thy filthinels is 
leadneſls, becauſe I have purged 
thee, and thou waſt not purged , 
thou ſhalt not be purged from thy 
filthinels any more , till I have * 
cauled my fury to reſt upon thee 
thou {halt not mourn, nor weep , 
but ſhalt pine away in thine ini- 
quities,Eztk. 2.4. 13.&Cc. 

6. Thou mayeſt be reprieved 
from Hell for a further aggravation 
of thy ſins, till thou haſt filled up 
the meaſure of thine Iniquities. 
O fearful eſtate! for a man to live 
only to heap up fewel for his own 
everlaſting burnings, even trea- 
ſures of wrath for the laſt day, 
Fames'5 3s: 


7. The reaſon why God doth 


not ſtrike thee dead in thy fins 
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may be, becauſe thou art reſerved 
for greater torments, that wrath 
may come upon thee to the utter- 
3olt. God could ealily cruſh 
ſucha crawling Viper as thou art 
to pleces in a: moment; but he 
relerveth. the wicked unto the 
day of deſtruction; they ſhall be 
brought forth to the day of wrath, 
Fob 21.30. To this end and pur- 
pole mayeſt thou be raiſed up that 
God' may ſhew his wrath, and 
make his power known, and there- 
fore endures with much longs fuf- 
ferings the Veſſel of wrath fitted 
for deſtruction. 

2. Conſider thine enemies. 

I, The law curſeti thee, for 
it is written, curled is every one 
that continueth not in all things 
that are written .in the Book of 
the Law to do them. it tells thee 
thou - ſhalt ſurely die , Gal. 3. 9. 
Exch. 33-3. The Lord will rain 
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foares upon thee : in the fulneſs of 
thy ſufficiency thou ſhalt be in 
ſtraits, Fob 20.22. All thy en- 
joyments are curſed to thee. Real 
Dentr.28.Tremble thou ſecure ſinner 
for God is comins in the fire of his 
lealouſie to 1rnite the earth with a 
curſe: the wrath of God is revealed 
from heaven againſt all ungodlineſs 
and unrighteouſneſs of men, who 
hold the truth in unrighteouineſs. 
2, Death and Hell wait for thee 3 
the whole Creation is burthened 
with ſuch a cumber-ground; the 
Sun to ſhine upon ſuch a Dung- 
hill, and ſhortly the Heavens will 
reveal thy ſecret Iniquities, and 
the Earth will rife up againſt thee 3 
this is thy portion from God, and 
the heritage appointed unto thee by 
God, Feb 20. 27. 29, Now conſider 
this thou that forgetteſt God,leſt he 
tear thee.in pieces, and there be 

none to deliver, ſal. 40. 22. 
3. The 
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3. The Devil roarslike a Lion 
for his Prey to devour thee; when 
he accuſeth thee before God thou 
haſt none to plead thy cauſe in Hea- 
ven. Conſider with thy ſelf, what 
ſhall 1do in the day of Viſitation , 
and in the defolation which ſhall 
come from far, to whom ſhall I] 
flee for help , orwhere ſhall I leave 
my glory ? 1ſa. 10. 3. 

4+ God is thy deadly enemy : 
The face of the Lord is againſt 
thee. Can thy heart endure, or 
thy hands be ſtrong in the Gay 
when God ſhall deal with thee ? 
Ezeh. 22. 14 Who can ftand be- 
fore his indignation ? And who 
can abide the fierceneſs of his an- 
cer? Nah. 1. 6. 

4- Conſider thy future miſery, 

1- Thou muſt ſhortly die, and 
then thy time and day of Grace 
ſhall beno more. Thou ſhalt no 


more find then what thy Soul 
Juſt- 
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luſteth after, Apocal. 18. 4- 

2. Chriſt will come with ten 
taouſands or his Saints to con- 
vince thee, who wilt not now bz 
awakenzd. The power and coming 
of the Lord Jeſus in the Clouds 
will þz moſt dreadful, wnen he 
ſhall come in his own, and in- his 
Father's glory. The laſt Trumpet 
{bail found, the Graves be opened, 
and the Sea, and Death, and Hell 
ſhall give up their dead 5 then 
will Chriſt bring forth his Ene- 
mies, which would not that he 
ſhould Reign over them: Then 
wilt thou cry to the Rocks and 
Mountains, fall on me and hide 
me from the face of him that fit- 
teth on the Throne , and from 
the wrath of the Lamb, for the 
great day of his wrath is come, 
and who ſhall be able to ſtand ? 
Apvocal. 6. 16, 17. But there will 
be no darknels nor ſhadow of,

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death , where the workers of Ini- 
quity ſhall hide themſelves, Fo6 
34-22. The very hearing of theſe 
things might awaken the moſt de- 
ſperate ſinner in England. 

3. Thou ſhilt be Tudsed and 
arraigned at the Tribunal Seat of 
the righteohs God, where we muſt 
all appear, 2 Cor. 5. 10. Then 
thou ſhalt have all thy ſecret Sins 
ript open to thy eternal ſame. 
The time is come , that Judgment 
muſt begin at the Houſe of God , 
and if it firſt begin at us, what ſhall 
be the end of them that obey not 
the Goſpel of God? and it the 
righteous ſcarcely be ſaved, where 
ſhall the ungodly and finners ap- 
pear? iPet.4. 17, 18.He that did once 
offer his bloud to thee, will now 
come to Judge and condemn thee, 
from whoſe final ſentence there 1s 
no appeal. Then every faith'ul Ser- 
mon and Reproof will riſe up in 

judge- 
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judgement againſt thee, and con- 
demn thee. Thou wilt not agrec 
with thine Adverſary quickly, be- 
fore he deliver thee to the Judge, 
AMat.5.25. Thou wilt not hear the 
lovins voice of Chriſt which cal 
leth thee > Come, for all things 
are now ready, Luke 14. 17. But 
thou muſt hear that voice by con- 
ſtraintz, Ariſe ye dead, and come to 
judgement, It would be thy 
great mercy, if the fore-thoughts 
o: the terrour of that day might 
ſeize upon thy 1enſleſs conſcience 
waere ever thou goeſt. Thy 
Judge ſtands at the door, anl1 the 
commins of the Lord draws 
nish ; awake therefore thou that 
ſleepeſt, and prepare to mezt the 
Lord in the Air, Jeſus Chriſt 
himſelf will pronounce that dread- 
ful ſentence againſt thee, Depart 
from me ye curled into eyer.att- 
ins fire preparel for the Devil 

and 
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and his Angels. What doleful 
out-Cries will condemned Souls 
expreſs tor Mercy, or for a Re- 
prieve then, that now hate to be 
Retormed, and blaſpheme the Spirit 
of Chriſt ? 

4. Thou that wilt not bs warn- 
ed _ flie to Chriſt, ſhalt lie in the 
hotteſt flames of Hell. It ſhall 
be more tolerable for Sodows and 
Gomorrah at the day of Judge- 
ment, then for thee. Thou muſt 
g0 away into everlaſting puniſh- 
ment, when the "1B ſhall 
g0 into Life eternal, Adatth. 25. 
Thou ſhalt deſire to die, but death 
ſhall lee from thee. Thou wouldſt 
fain flie out of Gods Hand, Fob 27. 
22. but it will be impoſſible. Thou 
ſhalt be puniſhed with everlaſting 
deſtruction, being baniſhed from 
the Preſence of the Lord, and from 
the glory of his Power. Then 


ſhall the Righteous have dominion 
in 
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in this Morning, ſhining forth as 
the Son in the Ringdom of their 
Father Who hath Ears ts hear, let 
him hear, Matth. 13- 43. | God 
will delight to glorifie his Attri- 
butes in thy deſtruction.
